A few week* -ince. (savs the Ohsertxr.) in re 
p .irin^' a mantelpiece at Mount Vernon, an old 
letter was found, of which the above is a true copy 
It had fallen through a crevice and made a lodg 
m. nt. where without the knowledge of any one. 
it has remained undisturbed for more than seven 
ty years. What is most remarkable in connei. 
ion with this letter is that the writer is still alive 
and still resides in Fauquier! On being shown 
the letter he recogniied the same. It was read to 
him by Mr J tmes Jeffries "Yes," said he, "I 
remember well. Sally Metcalf recovered from 
the shot, and with her husb.tnd she afterward* 
moved out to Kentucky; her Son was afterwards 
G trertHH- of Kentucky . They moved out wiih 
Colonel Tom Marshall, in 1791 Col M.rshall. 
was Colonel ol the Virginia Artillep ol the Third 
Regiment, and fought at the battle of Br*nd\ wine. 
C..|.t John Chili-.n was under him and killed in 
thi' but e L: tavette had just been promoted, 
w i« then about twenty one. and was wounded at 
the same time. Col. To.n Mirsliall was the 
fuller ol John, afterwards appointed Chief Jus- 
tice of the United States. He died about the 
yearl-0'2 or M. We have seen his grave at 
Washington, Mason county Kentucky, about tive 
miles from M iy-ville." As Mr. Jeffries came to 
that point of the letter in relation to "J ick 
Brown" Randall was brought to tears he ex 
claimed. 'My God! poor Jack Brown; I was 
tie cause of his death just to gratify Tim 
Weed-en'* wife, who hid uot seen her husband for 
two years " Mr. Jeffries remarked: "You did it 
all fo the best in a good cause, and it should not 
disturb you; it shows the goodness of your heart. 
' Yes," sa d lie, "those are precisely the words of 
Gen. Washington to me about eighteen months 
afterwards." 

Randall has never received a pension for his 
services, of which he always speaks in a light 
manner. If not entitled to one, he at least de- 
erves the uratitu le of his countrymen. The ori- 
ginal letter mav be seen at the office of the Coun 
ty Court of Fauquier. 



Death of an Editjr— An article ingoing the 
rounds of the Cistern press with the taking title 
of a "Duelist Dead." announcing the death of 
Jacob Harrod Holeman, formerly editor of the 
"Commentator," the "Spirit of" '76" and the 
"Kentuckun," three papers formerly published at 
Frankfort, Kv 

There is not a particle of truth in the state 
mem of his being a duelist, or having fought des- 
perately two hours or more He simply fought 
a duel and killed his man, Francis Waring, of 
Virginia, who was a practiced duelist, and young- 
er brother of the notorious John U. Waring who 
killed Samuel Q Richardsou, Esq , and was him- 
self afterwards assasimted. The affair between 
Holeman and waring originated about a dog, the 
constant companion of a harmless old beggar 
man. who was walking under the tables of a bar- 
becue ground, on the Fourth of July, near Frank 
fort Waring, a member of a dragoon corps, 
drew his sabre and cut the dog nearly in two.— 
Holeman, a journeyman printer standing near, 
could not refrain from expressing his disgust at 
the heartless cruelty or the act. Waring resent 
ed, an.l a rough and tumble fight was the con 
sequence, in which W„ring was badlv whipped. A 
challenge to mortal combat was speedily sent, 
Dr Joe Roberts being the bearer WiUon P 
Greeuup, eldest sou of the Governor, acted as the 
the personal friend of Holeman They met at 
the tarm ol Waring's brother in-law, Rev. Silas 
JMoel, about a mile from where the original diffi- 
culty occu, red At the first Are waring fell shot 
through the heart. Holeman fell at the gam- 
time pierced through both hips— a verv precaii 
ous wound, and irom which his recovery was 
very protracted. The duel was forced upon' Hole 
man. and there was no difficulty in his acquiul 

Neither Mr. Clay nor Mr. Crittenden was pres- 
ent, as stated. In tact the statement going the 
rounds could not be more full of error 

Mr. Holeman Served his country in the North 
west war, and fought gallantly at the Thames, 
being atuched to the mounted regiment from 
Scott, of Col Johnson, and some thought it was 
from his gun the bullet sped, bv which Tecumseh 
* He did uot claim to have killed t .» Chief, 
although he was satisfied he killed an Indian in 
authority

liabilities, will be lorced to this movement in self 
defense The drain upon them for gold, made 
because of its scarciiy, and because it cannot be 
procured elsewhere, requires a general suspension 
of specie payments in order to preserve even our 
best institutions, and we cannot but regard il as 
me means of iheir salvation, aud the general pub- 
lic welfare by preventing au entire wreck of our 
currency. 

The necessity that has produced this movement 
is fully established by the action of a certain por- 
tion of our city brokers, one ol whom drew from 
the Kentucky Banks, on Thursday last the sum 
ol $95,(KH). Such a course in a crisis like the 
present, would overthrow any institution, and 
would certainly counsel a suspension of specie 
payment*, on the ground that the best banks were 
becoming the greatest sufferers. We hope that 
this movement will become general. That our 
Mate Banks and those of Kentucky and Indiana 
will follow suit.

"For sowing in drills the harrow is taken of and the 
guides, as seen in the engraving on the Inclined board, 
are changed so as lo make the seeds drop into ihe drills 
prepared by furrowers, attached just ahead of the board. 
A coverer for each furrow is attached Just behind, con- 
structed so as to hoe the lighi dirt on lo the furrow, and 
compressing it upon the seeds.

The attachment for planting and covering is very simple, 
aud so ingeniously arranged as to prevent the lumps 
and slones from being thrown upon the grain, while it 
compresses the dirt upon the seeds much better than 
could be done with either hoe or roller. 

"Another very valuable feature about this machine is 
an attachment for preparing cotton seed, consisting or 
au extra cylinder in which the seed is placed, made to 
revolve by the motion of the wheels in the same man- 
ner aa the other.
